An agenda for the meeting was submitted by Applicant in advance (see attached two pages). 

In response to the first conclusion of Terzian as applied to claim 1 (see attached, page 2, lines 6-10), Examiner clarified 
that the first latch is not a multiplexer. The first latch is OP REG 0 and OP REG 1 . The data output of the first latch is 
TEST MUX 0 and TEST MUX 1 . The second latch is TEST REG 0 and TEST REG 1 . The data input of the second 
latch is TRIO and TRI1 . The data input of the second latch is not accessible except through the data output of the first 
latch. 

In response to the second conclusion of Terzian as applied to claim 9 (see attached, page 2, lines 11-16), Examiner 
clarified that the primary latch is OP REG 0 and OP REG 1 . The secondary latches are TEST REG 0 and TEST REG 
1 . Examiner further clarified that the claims only require one data ouput from the plurality of secondary latches to be 
selected, in order for Terzian to read on the claims. When BO is selected by OP MUX 0, Terzian has taught a data 
selection mechanism for selecting one data output from the plurality of secondary latches to feed back to the data input 
of the first latch, i.e. when any of the data ouputs of the secondary latches is selected by either OP MUX 0 or OP MUX 
1 , then Terizan reads on the claims. 

Examiner noted that Applicant's disclosed invention is different than the invention of Terzian, but the claims are not 
limiting enough to overcome Terzian. Examiner proposed that the Applicant amend the claims to include language 
similar to "a data selection mechanism for selecting one data output only from among each of the data outputs from the 
plurality of secondary latches." Examiner indicated that this language appears to overcome Terzian.

I would like to discuss the Examiner's interpretation of the Terizan reference and how it reads on 
claim 1. Specifically, I am looking for answers to the following questions about the Examiner's 
rejection. 

A first conclusion of the response to arguments is: 

"So the second latch (Test RegO and Test Reg 1) is not accessible except through 
the data output of the first latch (Test Mux 0 and Test Mux 1)." 

This seems to suggest that the first latch is a multiplexor. Is this the Examiner's 
interpretation? 



A second conclusion of the response to arguments is: 

"The output from Test RegO is from the plurality of secondary latches (The 
secondary latches are Test Reg 0 and Test Reg 1)." 

This seems to suggest that Test Reg 0 and Test Reg 1 are the secondary latches. 
What is the primary latch? The text seems to suggest that Test Reg 0 is the 
primary latch. Is Test Reg 0 the primary latch and a secondary latch? 
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
